Claims 1 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Yanagisawa '196. 

The Table after paragraph [0024] shows a collector comprising three layers of 
InP with different dopant concentrations. Claim 1 is anticipated. Claim 18 is anticipated 
as there is also an InGaAs subcollector layer in the Table. Note also that labels such as 
"collector" or "subcollector" do not structurally distinguish claims over prior art which 
may be likewise labeled or function. 

Claims 1 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Wang etal IEEE 11/01. 

Wang shows in Table 1 three "collector" regions of InP having different dopant 
densities. Claim 1 is anticipated. Claim 18 is anticipated because there is also an 
InGaAs "subcollector". 

Claims 2-17 and 19-29 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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The drawings are objected to because figure 5 is obviously informal. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.
